Program  -  James  L.  Brunnemer:  Due  to  his  scheduling  needs,  the  program  was  held  prior  to 
the  luncheon.  President  Leslie  Wallace  introduced  Mr.  James  L.  Brunnemer,  author  of 
''Distinction  Without  Pretension  -  The  Little  School  that  Did"  published  in  2003.  Mr.  Brunnemer 
self-published  this  book  and  provided  information  including  the  history  of  his  publishing 
experience,  including  the  time  it  required,  and  the  expenses  he  incurred.  The  purpose  of  his

presentations  was  to  assist  Coterie  with  ideas  and  details  that  would  be  involved  in  trying  to  get 
the  Vintage  Voices  book  published. 


After  compiling  his  book,  it  took  a  little  over  a  year  to  complete  the  publishing  process.  His 
costs  approximated  $32,000  out  of  pocket  prior  to  sale  of  the  book.  This  included  travel, 
marketing,  telephone  expenses,  etc.  Some  of  these  expenses  would  not  be  applicable  to 
Vintage  Voices,  such  as  marketing. 

The  self-publishing  company  he  used  was  Authorhouse  in  Bloomington,  Indiana.  They  are  a 
leading  self-publishing  and  book  marketing  company  for  authors  around  the  globe.  They  assign 
each  author  a  personal  publishing  consultant  who  provides  guidance  throughout  the  process. 
They  also  provide  a  broad  array  of  tools  and  services  to  allow  authors  make  their  own 
publishing  decisions.  For  example,  an  author  may  choose  to  self-market  their  book  rather  than 
use  the  publishing  services,  thus  saving  costs. 


After  his  presentation,  Mr.  Brunnemer  answered  questions.  When  asked  about  the  possibility 
of  making  this  a  class  project  for  an  IU  student,  Mr.  Brunnemer  responded  that  in  that  event, 
the  Club  should  have  the  expectation  of  the  student  being  paid  for  such  services. 


Mr.  Brunnemer  was  thanked  for  his  presentation.  He  presented  a  signed  copy  of  his  book  to 
the  Club.  [The  book  is  a  memoir  of  his  view  of  the  people,  events  and  merits  of  what  is  now 
known  as  the  University  of  Indianapolis,  one  of  America's  2,000  independent  colleges  and 
universities  whose  roots  of  higher  education  were  established  by  religious  orders.  He  earned 
his  undergraduate  degree  in  1966  from  the  University  of  Indianapolis;  his  master's  in  1971 
from  Indiana  University,  Bloomington,  and  his  doctoral  in  1980.  His  book  is  based  upon  his 
nearly  40-year  association  as  student,  alumnus,  and  longtime  administrator  at  the  University  of 
Indianapolis.  In  the  forward  to  the  book,  former  academic  dean  Carl  Stockton  calls  the  book  "a 
love  story. ...a  collection  of  memories ,  recalled  honestly  and  skillfully  with  a  smile,  sometimes 
erupting  in  irrepressible  laughter".  ] 
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Call  to  Order:  Following  the  meal,  President  Leslie  Wallace  called  the  meeting  to  order.

Program  -  Joan  Raetz  Stuttgen:  Pam  McDaniel  introduced  Joan  Stuttgen  who  is  a  folklorist 
and  cultural  resources  specialist  active  in  local  history  research  and  historic  preservation.  She 
has  authored  the  popular  Morgan  County  and  Martinsville  "Postcard  History  Series"  books. 
She  is  originally  from  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  and  earned  her  PhD  in  Folklore  and  American  Studies 
in  Illinois  in  2002.  Since  relocating  to  Martinsville,  she  has  been  active  in  the  Morgan  County 
Historic  Preservation  Society,  published  additional  books  on  Cafe's  of  Minnesota  and  Cafe's  of 
Indiana.  These  books  feature  only  small  town  cafes  and  are  based  upon  in  depth  interviews  of 
the  owners  to  gain  understanding  of  their  culture  and  traditions.  She  covered  all  aspects  of  the 
importance  of  accuracy  and  getting  the  information  absolutely  right,  the  production,  layout  and 
editing  process,  the  financial  process  and  the  importance  of  the  graphic  arts.  She  also 
suggested  501(c)  status  as  a  non-profit,  if  sale  of  the  anticipated  "Vintage  Voices"  publications 
exceed  the  cost  since  profits  would  be  taxable  to  the  organization. 

She  provided  useful  information,  suggestions  and  a  great  deal  of  encouragement  for  the 
endeavor  of  "Vintage  Voices".
